Tho Nicaragua 


canal paragraph is greatly 'modified. 
There will be an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 for the examination of all 
routes.

most of the others are compromised.

Mitchell, president of Hie Illinois 
Truat and Savings bank, upon receiv- 
ing word from New York that a ma- 
joirty of the stock of the Chicago and 
Alton had been deposited with the 
United Statea Trust company, and 
that pledges had been given for the 
deposit of many more shares, gave 
out the names of tha members of the 
purchasing 
syndicate. 
They are: 


George Gould, president of the Mis. 
souri Pacific; Jacob Schiff, chairman 
of the board of the Baltimore aud 
Ohio; Jamos Stillman, president of 
the National Bank of New York, rep- 
resenting the Rockefeller holdings in 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and 
E. H. Harriman, chairman of the 
board of the Union Pacific, represent- 
ing the Vauderbilt interests. 
Mr. 


Harriinan is also understood to repre- 
sent to some extent the Illinois Cen- 
tral road, which is indirectly inter- 
ested in the deal 


Beyond the expenditure of $3,000,- 


000 for the improvement of the prop- 
erty generally, and another $2,000,000 
to be set aside for the work of ele- 
vating the tracks of the company at 
Chicago, it is understood that the 
syndicate has not yet made any definite 
plans for tha future management of 
the road. Mr. Blackstone will prob- 
ably retire from the presidency of the 
road and Vice President and General 
Manager Chappell may succeed him.

WASHINGTON, March a-Presi- 


dent McEinley today sent to the Sen- 
ate the nominations of George Deway, 
to be admiral of the United States 
navy, and Brigadier General Elwell S. 
Otis to be major general by brevet, 
for military skill and most distin- 
guished services in the Philippines. 


Dewey's Rank. 


It was determined at the department 


to leave to Admiral Dewey tho selec- 
tion of the kind of uniform which he 
desires to wear. Admirals Porter and 
Farragut were given this privilege, 
but neither had much opportunity for 
wearing them. Bat as Admiral Dewey 
will remain afloat for some mouths, it 
is expected that he will immediately 
take stops for the purchase of a uni- 
form, distinctive of his new grade, 
and yet strictly in accordance in some 
of its features with the regulation 
uniform whnh he has worn all his 
life. His shoulder straps 
will be 


decorated by four stars instead of two, 
the end stars being embroidered over 
foul anchors seven-eighths -of an inch 
long. 


As soon as Admiral Dewey hoists 


the flag of an admiral the ships of his 
squadron will thunder a salute of 17 
guns, and the drum corps will sound 
four ruffles and flourishes. 


Admiral Dowey will rank above 


Major General Otis, and when the 
army and navy combine operations in 
the Philippines his order as the rank- 
ing officer will have to be obeyed. It 
is not bolieved, however, that there is 
any danger of friction between Ad- 
miral Dewey and General Otis, as the 
former 
thoroughly understands the 


rights of the military aud will un- 
doubtedly, when the two services act 
together, fully 
consult the military 


commander as to the course to bo 
pursued.

The corner on eggs is at latt broken 


and tha price of that very necessary 
product baa come down to something 
like a reasonable place. The cold 
weather ran the price of eggs way up 
higher thaii they have been for several 
years but now that the weather haa 
moderated there are plsnty of eggs in 
the market and the recall price today 
was down to 15 cents per dozen. Tha 
farmers read in the newspapers about 
the high prices and every available 
eggs was brought to the city, so that 
now the bupply is sufficiently largo to 
meet the demand. The warm weather 
increased the supply of eggs to a great 
extent, 


Some o! the farmers who came to 


the city today expected to get high 
prices. Quo caid he noticed several 
days ago that oggs sold for 30 cents 
per dozen aud he could not understand 
why he didn't get that price now. 
Ho didn't seem to realize that every 
other former had rushed, eggs to the 
market the same as himself and that 
the price naturally went down. One 
merchant said today that he thought 
eggs would be down to 10 cents per 
dozen within another week. 


Country butter is plentiful now and 


a good product sells for 20 cents per 
pound aud some for 10 cents. Chick- 
ens are a little high. They bring 7 
ceuts per pouud live weight with the 
wholesalers and at retail a hve~bLrd 
sells for 35 or 10 cents. 


There is a fair assortment of vege> 


tables. Turnips aud parsnips are now 
becoming plentiful in the market 
The former sell for 15 cents per peck 
and the latter for 25 cents. Cabbages 
are high an bring 4 and 5 cents per 
pound. There is some lettuce and a 
few radishes in the market. California 
oranges are plentiful and a nice article 
Bells for 20 cents per dozen. Bananas 
are 15 cents and lemons 25 cents per 
dozen. 
Sweet potatoes are rather 


scarce and very few can ha found on 
sale. Iu about two weeks the green 
house vetegables will begin to appear 
111 the market.

sion of the track, as well as theownei 
of the track. 


The right to build dams to aid tfie 


floating of logs is held, in Carlson vs 
St. Louis River Dam and Improvemen 
company (Minn.), 41 L. R. A. 371, to be 
subordinate to that of the riparian own 
er to have his land free from overflow 
beyond that caused by the natural con 
ditiou of the stream. With this case is 
n note on the right to use a stream foi 
floating logs. 


A provision, in a law creating a trust, 


authorizing beneficiaries to remove the 
trustee and appoint another withou 
the aid of the courts, for what they 
deem good and sufficient cause, is up- 
held, in May vs. May (D. C. App.), 41 L 
R. A. 767, although it is held that such 
power must not be exercised wantonly 
capriciously or arbitrarily. The point 
seems to be quite unusual.
